The following Tribute, written by your 
editor, was published in 1956 in the British 
periodical A Book of Weird Tales and is 
reprinted here this year as part of our 
year-long Memorial to the memory of Hun- 
gary’s gift to Horrordom.

UGOSI stood 6 ft. 1 in., weighed 178 lbs. in 

his prime. It took a lot of blood to keep him 

in shape, especially considering he lost his 
shape every night. All that flapping around. 
Nigh owls are generally noted for their thirst; 
how much thirstier must a man get who turns 
into a bat after dark. 

Yes, Count Dracula was always on the wing 
at night, so it was small wonder he was such a 
big drinker. Of blood, that is, He rarely touched 
anything stronger. It takes energy, you know, 
to throw off a heavy coffin lid instead of light 
bedsheets. 

His favorite meal, of course, was Hungarian 
Ghoulash. 


FROM TRANSYLVANIA TO 
PENNSYLVANIA 

Lugosi made his first movie appearance in a 
Hungarian film in 1914, went on to become a 
star of German silent pictures and then toured 
the United States for two years, from Phoenix 
to Philadelphia, playing Dracula on the stage. 
When I was visiting in Europe in 1951, I found 
Bela Lugosi there, still going strong in the stage 
play in London. Lugosi once told me he had 
played the role over a thousand times. It was his 
great dream during the closing years of his life 
to re-do the black-&-white DRACULA which had 
played to fainting-room-only crowds in 1931, 
this time in TerrorColor, Scary-o-phonic sound 
and 3-dimensional realism. Hollow laughter echo- 
ing from the blood-flecked lips of his pale green 
face, he wanted to soar right off the screen and 
over the audiences’ heads. 


NIGHTS OF TERROR 

A night at a theater with Bela Lugosi was al- 
ways guaranteed to be a “Night of Terror,” and 
that in fact was the title of one of his early films. 
In this picture he protrayed a turban-topped 
Hindu named Degar. A fiend who killed without 
warning and left newspaper clippings on the bod- 
ies of his victims had been alarmingly active 
around the neighborhood of a Professor Rein- 
hart and his scientist-nephew. When the Profes- 
sor meets an untimely death, it is revealed that 
5 persons are to benefit from his will—among 
them his servant, Bela. The nephew conducts 
an experiment in which he is to be buried alive 
for several hours, and while in the coffin more 
people are mysteriously slain and the dead pro- 
fessor’s ward kidnapped. Bela is properly menac- 
ing throughout. 

Friday the 13th, a traditional night of terror, 
served as a vehicle for Bela when he appeared 
opposite Boris Karloff in BLACK FRIDAY. 
This was one of many pictures in which Lugosi 
& Karloff were paired against each other. In this 
one Lugosi played a master criminal. When 
Karloff, as Dr. Ernest Sovac, transplants part of 
a criminal’s brain in an emergency, into the head 
of a dying friend named Prof. Kingsley, Lugosi 
must then menace the professor in order to learn 


from the memory of the criminal part of his brain 
where a large sum of money belonging to Lugosi 
is hidden. This was the motion picture in which, 
when Bela was called upon by the script to be 
hypnotized, he was really hypnotized right on the 
set by the well-known Manly P. Hall. He was 
told that he was locked in a clothes-closet and 
in danger of suffocating if he didn’t batter down 
the door, and he gave one of the most realistic 
performances of his life— almost too realistic! 


HYPNOTIZED IN REAL LIFE 

The 5th & final Mrs. Lugosi, formerly Hope 
Lininger, had for 20 years been fascinated by 
Bela before she met and married him. During 
all that time she wrote him fan letters. Oddly 
enough, the same Manly P. Hall who hypnotized 
Lugosi in BLACK FRIDAY performed the 
real life wedding ceremony between him & Hope! 

Lugosi turned down the original role of the 
monster in FRANKENSTEIN because it wasn’t 
a speaking part but several sequels later in 
FRANKENSTEIN MEETS THE WOLFMAN 
played the monster...and gave another of his 
greatest characterizations in a Frankenstein 
film, SON OF FRANKENSTEIN, in which he 
played the moronic Ygor who cheated the hang- 
man’s noose at the expense of a broken neck. 


CHAMPION OF THE UNDEAD 
The word “zombie” was unknown on the screen 
before Bela spelled it out with his fabulous suc-

cess in WHITE ZOMBIE. This picture really 
put Haiti on the map and zombies and Bela with 
it. Here with his mesmeric black powers of voodoo 
he commanded the bodies of dead men whom he 
caused to rise from their graves and do his bid- 
ding. 

He played VOODOO MAN and HUMAN 
MONSTER, NIGHT MONSTER and captain 
of the PHANTOM SHIP. He was in THE 
CORPSE VANISHES and INTERNATIONAL 
HOUSE, and once (in NINOTCHKA) he even 
played opposite Greta Garbo! 


NEVER FAR FROM KARLOFF 

Lugosi & Karloff saw a lot of each other—the 
movie producers & public demand saw to that. 
They met, each to out-menace the other, in THE 
RAVEN, and THE BLACK CAT...THE 
BODY SNATCHERS...SON OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN... BOWERY AT MIDNIGHT...THE 
INVISIBLE RAY ...and, if memory does not 
delude your old editor (recollections sometimes 
get fuzzy after 500 years and seeing thousands 
of monstrous movies), Bela & Boris were together 
on the stage in ARSENIC AND OLD LACE. 
(Anyway, I’m sure they both played in it at one 
time or another. The first reader who writes in 
and informs me I am mistaken will be sent a 
shrunken head —his own.)

British production also known as THE DARK EYES OF LONDON, from the novel by Edgar Wallace. 


A dozen years after the success of WHITE 
ZOMBIE, he made ZOMBIES ON BROADWAY. 

He was his Dracula-like self in MARK OF 
THE VAMPIRE. 

He was with the son of Lon Chaney, as well 
as Claude (Invisible Man) Rains, in THE WOLF 
MAN; but many years before in 1932 to be exact, 
he was a wolf-man in the movie made from 
HGWells’ book, “The Island of Dr. Moreau.” 
Philip Wylie turned “Dr. Moreau” into a screen- 
play called THE ISLAND OF LOST SOULS, 
and Charles Laughton gave Bela Lugosi a bad 
time in it till Bela got his band of beast-men 
together and paid Laughton back. In this weird- 
science thriller Lugosi was the product of speeded 
up evolution, a half-man half-wolf as might hap- 
pen after thousands of years of Nature’s experi- 
mentation aided by science. 


MANY HAPPY RETURNS 

Bela was always coming back. First he played 
the mad scientist. Roxor, who aimed at conquer- 
ing the world with his death-ray—this was in 
CHANDU THE MAGICIAN—then he was in 
THE RETURN OF CHANDU. He was in THE 
RETURN OF THE VAMPIRE, too, and THE 
RETURN OF THE APE MAN! 

MURDERS IN THE RUE MORGUE was 
one of his great ones. “I am Dr. Mirakle,” he be- 


gan in his deep, thickly-accented voice, “and I 
am not a sideshow charlatan, so if you are looking 
for the usual hocus-pocus, just go to the box- 
office and get your money back.” But fans of 
Bela never went to the box-office to get their 
money back. 

He made OLD MOTHER RILEY MEETS 
THE VAMPIRE in England. 

BRIDE OF THE MONSTER, with Tor John- 
son, was almost his last film. Just before that he 
was seen in a mute role in THE BLACK SLEEP 
with Basil Rathbone, Lon Chaney Jr., John Car- 
radine and Tor Johnson. 

As a scientist and victim of an unorthodox 
experiment, he plays a dual role in the little seen 
GLEN OR GLENDA?~—also shown as HE LED 
TWO LIVES. 

When GRAVE ROBBERS FROM OUTER 
SPACE was previewed in Hollywood, Lugosi 
was already dead; but his widow, together with 
Vampira & his old friend Tor Johnson, appeared 
on the stage in his stead. He has only a guest 
appearance in the picture, final title of which was 
PLAN 9 FROM OUTER SPACE. 

LOCK UP YOUR DAUGHTERS, recently 
released throughout the U.K., was fashioned 
together from a number of Lugosi's earlier films 
but enough previously unseen footage on him 
exists that a Hollywood movie producer plans to 
create one last picture utilizing Lugosi’s talents, 
calling it either THE UNDEAD MASSES or 
GHOULS OF THE MOON. 


in memoriam 


Dracula is dead. 
Requiem for the Generation of Vampires. 
Black Mass. 

A thousand stakes thru his heart could not 
keep him from resurrecting nightly but at last 
the Grim Reaper has had his way. 

On 18 August 1956, Bela Lugosi lay for 
the lastime in the coffin from which he would 
rise no more. Scant weeks before, my friend and 
I had been photographed and televised together 
just two blocks away on Hollywood Blvd. at the 
premiere of his BLACK SLEEP. Now the true, 
the final black sleep had come to Bela. A tired, 
ill, suffering, disintegrating, grateful-for-friends 
old actor was gone. 

He lay in state as Count Dracula, complete 
with cape & ring & medallion. Among the many 
who passed by his coffin to pay their last respects 
were Zoltan Korda, Tor Johnson, Manly P. Hall, 
Don Grollman and Bela Lugosi Jr. All saw that 
he looked magnificent in death. 

In death? 

But Bela Lugosi will never really die. 

Thru the miracles of motion picture & tele- 
vision, as long as there are those who enjoy the 
frisson of horror, the fun or fear of the fantastic, 
the shock & thrill of science, there will be revivals 
of the films in which he starred. 


Hail, but not farewell, Bela Lugosi.

PRESTON: Did he ever discuss FRANKEN- 
STEIN? 

OTWAY: It seems to me that he wasn’t telling 
it to me, because I didn’t know anything about 
pictures, but it makes sense to me... Everybody 
talks about the cut in FRANKENSTEIN where 
the monster threw the little girl in the river. 
Now, first of all, that would be very uncharac- 
teristic of James Whale’s direction. When Whale 
sets out throwing daisies in the river, he isn’t 
going to end up throwing the little girl in the 
river; he got his idea across with the daisies. 
That’s pure Whale, to see the Monster playing 
with her and throwing the daisies in the river, to 
see him run out of daisies and look at the little 
girl, and cut—and the next you see of the little 
girl, she’s been drowned. Now, that’s typical 
Whale. 

The James Whale Monster was a very different 
Monster from what followed. After THE BRIDE 
OF FRANKENSTEIN, that Monster didn’t ex- 
ist anymore. In SON OF FRANKENSTEIN, 
it’s a different character altogether, which once 
again shows that it was Whale’s concept rather 
than anybody else’s. 

Now, somebody brought that up, mentioning 
a famous picture of the Monster carrying the 
little girl, which you never see in the film. Jimmy

said, “Well, that was a studio shot, for public- 
ity.” And he’d disapproved of it at the time, be- 
cause his Monster wouldn’t do that. His Monster 
was not vicious, he was clumsy, & dumb, & scar- 
ed. I don’t remember who Jimmy was talking 
to but that’s the impression that I’ve had about 
that scene, that he would have been very much 
against shooting the actual throwing of the girl 
into the lake. 
PRESTON: I’ve seen a photo which may be the 
same one which was under discussion, in which 
the Monster throws something, presumably the 
girl, into the water. 
OTWAY: Of course, at that time, very often, 
after a picture was finished, they would set up a 
scene and take stills of scenes that were not 
necessarily in the picture. 
PRESTON: A friend of mine has a grandmother 
who once told him she had walked out of a pre- 
view of FRANKENSTEIN after being horrified 
by the drowning scene. 
OTWAY: Well, the drowning scene is horrifying 
without that. It’s much more typical of Jimmy 
Whale to do it with daisies and horrify you with 
a look at the little girl and you know he’s going 
to do it, without seeing it. That’s much more 
typical Whale. Also, as far as people recollecting 
is concerned, if all the people who say they saw 
the 20 minutes that was cut from Judy Garland’s 
A STAR IS BORN actually saw it in the first

run, the picture wouldn't have been a financial 
bomb, they wouldn’t have cut it. 


[EDITORIAL INTERJECTION: Nevertheless, 
I, Forry Ackerman, SAW Boris Karloff throw 
Maria into the lake with my own two eyes, with 
a witness— Harold Clark—sitting next to me at 
a revival of FRANKENSTEIN in a theater in 
Inglewood, Calif., about 1939 as nearly as I can 
recollect. | 


PRESTON: Do you remember any other remarks 
Whale made on FRANKENSTEIN or the Mon- 
ster? 

OTWAY: No. I know he hated what happened 
to it, the way the Monster degenerated in that 
series, and the way it was played. He felt it was 
without any character at all. 

PRESTON: Did he ever comment on any of his 
other horror films? 


the invisible man remembered 


OTWAY: Well, I know that he adored the open- 
ing of THE INVISIBLE MAN. If he couldn't 
have done it exactly that way, if anybody had 
touched that, he would have pulled from the pic- 
ture. He didn’t say that exactly but that’s the 
way he talked about it. 

I think one reason why we talked about THE 
INVISIBLE MAN a little bit is because when I 
saw THE INVISIBLE MAN I was scared to 
death for a good 6 months. Of course, I was ob- 
viously too young to see it. That picture so scar- 
ed me that I hated to be in my room alone, hated 
to be out in the street alone—you couldn’t get 
me down a basement—that picture absolutely 
made me consciously frightened for a good 6 
months. And I think I told Jimmy that. 

He did tell me one story about THE INVISI- 
BLE MAN. He brought Claude Rains over for 
it. Rains was very excited about making his first 
picture, though Whale hadn’t told him anything 
about the picture. When he broke the news to 
Rains that he wouldn’t be seen, Rains said, “Not 
at the beginning?” 

And Whale said, “No.” “Not even my eyes?” 
—Rains was very proud of his eyes—“Not even 
just my eyes?” 

Jimmy said, “No, Claude, you're here for your 
voice.” 

Rains kept trying to talk him into an opening 
scene of his taking the drug. Of course the open- 
ing of THE INVISIBLE MAN is absolutely per- 
fect and Jimmy would not budge. So he did not 
tell Rains that in the last shot he would actually 
be seen. When they shot it, Jimmy told Rains he 
was lying there just so they could get the im- 
pression on the bed. And, of course, at the end, 
you do see his face. 

But when Rains saw it for the firstime, in- 
stead of rejoicing he still was very unhappy. He 
said, “But my eyes are closed!” 

PRESTON: Did you feel that, even though 
Whale kept busy, he had creative urges but no 
place to use them?

OTWAY: Oh, undoubtedly. Yes, I think he was 
frustrated, I think he was really bitter about 
not working. And I think it’s a shame that he 
wasn’t more appreciated. 

You see, I don’t believe that in those days, hav- 
ing not only directed FRANKENSTEIN but 
really created FRANKENSTEIN, the part of the 
Monster, which is really the art of FRANKEN- 
STEIN—I don’t think that counted for very 
much. I don’t think anybody realized that that 
was a historic picture in any way. 

I think there were values in BRIDE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN that were completely lost in 
that period. At the time, maybe they were suc- 
cessful pictures, certainly, but nobody thought 
about directors. I mean, it was because Karloff 
was so good and all. I don’t think people realized 
how much of it was the director. 

When I was a kid, the only director that peo- 
ple knew was Cecil B. DeMille, because he was 
on the radio. You wouldn’t refer to a picture as 
a James Whale picture, you'd refer, to it as a 
Karloff picture. 

I once met Karloff, briefly, incidentally. I was 
in Maurice Evans’ Hamlet, and Karloff was court- 
ing Mr. Evans’ secretary. They eventually got 
married. Karloff was that same kind of gentle- 
man’s gentleman’s gentleman, only not as impos- 
ing as Whale. He was very reserved & polite & 
correct but he didn’t have what I call that Royal- 
ist quality. 

PRESTON: Can you think of any other activity 
that Whale enjoyed besides the ones you’ve al- 
ready mentioned? 

OTWAY: Jimmy loved to swim. I find it strange

that someone I’ve never seen very drunk should 
drown in his swimming pool when he’s a good 
swimmer. It seems an unlikely way to go. 

I suppose an aura of mystery is kind of in char- 
acter. 

I don’t think there was any suggestion of foul 
play or anything. Of course, I was here and just 
read about it in the papers. I'd lost contact with 
that whole kind of life. I don’t know what his 
life was like in that period, what he was doing, 
or with whom. We didn’t correspond or anything. 

He might have had a heart attack but I just 
think it’s an out-of-character way to go. I guess 
it’s possible he might have had a cramp—any- 
body can drown—but he just didn’t strike me as 
the drowning type. 

He was such an alive person. He was white- 
haired, a very handsome man, not in a Gable 
sense, but when James Whale walked in, you 
may not have known who he was but you knew, 
by God, he was somebody. Everybody reacted 
that way at restaurants and wherever he went. 
Waitresses would serve him like a VIP before 
they knew who he was. He was very distinguish- 
ed-looking, with an air of great authority. All 
evening long he loved to talk; he was a great 
conversationalist. He said so much and he was 
so funny & witty & delightful that you really 
couldn’t remember what he said. 

But he was not one to reminisce. I think you’d 
have had to talk to him for hours & hours & 
hours to get anything about what happened in 
1930. 

Well, anyway, we the grateful living know 
what he did in 1930: he directed the classic we 
would all come to know & revere next year as... 
FRANKENSTEIN.
